Requirements 

Although 36 NIS Areas are considered an essential minimum 
detailed coverage of non-bloc Agriculture, only six of these - 
Norway, Spain, India, and South Africa (including the Southwest Africa trust 
territory) - are major fish producers. The other 30 areas, less important, 
would vary in coverage from 4 (Bolivia) to 18 (France) printed pages. 

This contrasts with a probable 30-40 pages for the important six. The 
ave rage for the thirty erees seems to be 1 about 10 printed, or 40 manuscript 
pages for this subsection. The annual commitment for F It W is thus seen 
to be 310 manuscript page's, plus whatever major fish -producing area may 
be scheduled for any given year.

Comment 

Soon after our last budget meeting Shapiro wa# removed ae chief of 
the Branch of Foreign Fisheries, in whose Special Studies unit our NIS 
contribution ie produced, and replaced by Frank Piskur. Later that year 
(August), Garfield and Bouchard, Wskur's deputy, visited with Martell and 
me to discuss re-use of NIS information. Including the annotated be se map, 
in unclasoifled F fc W publications. We amid that their files were their own, 
after w* were in print. They would need to remove, in their publications, 
resemblances to the NIS or invite security difficulties. This probably pre- 
cluded using the base map. They left saying they would inform us if the 
Bureau decided to go ahead with a series of unclassified Bureau publications. 
We have not been so informed. 

In F ebruary the usually prompt Special Studies unit began to delay 
deliveries to ERS, Agriculture, according to Lois Bacon. I visited the 
Deputy Director of Commercial Fisheries, Mr. Crowther, whom Shapiro 
told me to see about the delays. Crowther and Piskur, present at the 
interview, assured prompt delivery of their forthcoming contributions to ERS.
